SUBJECT: Historic Designation of 1501 Mission Street. 


I. Background 

On April 23, 1996, the Cultural Heritage Commission agendized and 
subsequently, unanimously voted to approve a landmark designation for the 
property located at 1501 Mission Street, owned by Jack Pettee. The approval 
would recommend to the City Council landmark designation for this property. 
On July 3, 1996, the City Council set the public hearing date for the 
designation of 1501 Mission Street on August 7, 1996. 

II. Staff Review 

In conjunction with the review of the Cultural Heritage Commission, 
staff is determined that the request is categorically exempt under the 
guidelines of the Environmental Quality Act, under Class 8, which protects 
historic resources. 

III. Recommendation 

Staff recommends that the City Council consider the Cultural Heritage 
Commission’s recommendation and conduct public hearing for the 
designation of 1501 Mission Street.

Building) for Landmark Designation. 


The nominated structure is a two-story brick with exterior plaster commercial building built in the 
Spanish Colonial Revival style in 1923. It is located on the southeast comer of Mission Street and 
Mound Avenue diagonally across from City Hall. Originally, two apartment units occupied the second 
floor, accessed from an entrance on Mound. The main storefront fronts on Mission. 

The exterior has had no significant changes made to it; the storefront, windows and decorative glazed tile 
work remain intact. There have been no additions to the building, and some work was done to the flat 
roof portion of the structure beyond the parapet; a new roof was installed in 1983, and the roof replaced 
again in 1993/1994 as part of earthquake retrofit work. This work is not visible from the street and has 
not impacted the overall character of the building. The mission tile roof at the head of the building 
remains intact. The overall historical integrity of the Pettee Building has been well preserved. 

The Pettee Building, together with the one story brick commercial building directly across the street on 
the northeast corner, are the two remaining buildings of its era at this intersection. This structure is an 
important anchor at this comer in terms of its massing and its exuberant detailing of window and 
storefront openings in the facades. It is the most historically significant structure remaining of the 
commercial buildings that once lined this south side of Mission Street from Mound to Fair Oaks. 

This subcommittee recommends approval by the Cultural Heritage Commission for inclusion on the 
City's list of Cultural Heritage Landmarks.
